While Pastor Simon Peter Otudo was in Kenya teaching two men 
tried to break into his home at about three in the morning while 
Margaret and the children were sleeping. Margaret was screaming 
so loud trying to get the neighbors to help she lost her voice. Simon 
Peter said the children were also terrified and that Merriman (his 
son) was crying saying they were all going to be murdered and that 
daddy would be left alone. Praise the Lord there were two doors on 
the main entrance to the house and that they were only able to 
break through the first door. The authorities were contacted but no 
arrests yet. We are in the process of helping Simon Peter make the 
house more secure. There are no interior doors (see photo below) 
so we are adding those and security on the windows. We are also 
adding a small room to the house so that all the children will be 
protected in the house. Two of the children have been sleeping in 
an old hut that we renovated a few years ago but it is not secure. 


Please pray that the men who tried to break in would be apprehended 
and for safety and peace for Simon Peter and his family.
